Dear Ms. France and Mr. McGrath: 

This correspondence and the accompanying records constitute the Departmental 
FOIA Office’s (DFO) first interim response to the Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) request submitted by American Oversight on August 24, 2018. 

This response also responds to the matter of American Oversight v. U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, Civil Action No. l:19-cv-00652 currently pending in 
the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 

The pending Complaint in the above-referenced matter is based on USDA’s 
alleged failure to comply with the applicable time-limit provisions of the FOIA 
in response to American Oversight’s three records request for communications 
between USDA officials and various industry groups or lobbyists representing 
them. One of those three records requests were assigned 2018-OSEC-05830-F 
and sought: 

All records reflecting communications (including emails, email attachments, text 
messages, messages on messaging platforms (such as Slack, GChat, Fync, 

Skype, and WhatsApp), telephone call logs, calendar invitations/entries, meeting 
notices, meeting agendas, informational material, draft legislation, talking points, 
any handwritten or electronic notes taken during any oral communications, 
summaries of any oral communications, or other materials) between Rebeckah 
Adcock and any of the following:

Below are the details regarding the DFO’s search efforts for the above referenced matter, 
records found in connection with the search, and a description of the FOIA exemptions 
applied to select records. 

Search Efforts 


A search for responsive records was conducted by the Office of the Chief Information 
Officer’s (OCIO) telecommunications provider, Client Experience Center (CEC). The 
CEC performs network services for the OCIO to include electronic messaging operations, 
electronic calendars, blackberry, mobile device management (MDM), file and print, 
remote access, voice, network, service desk, and other application services. The CEC 
searched the Outlook account associated with Rebeckah Adcock from April 1, 2017 to 
August 28, 2018. Today’s first interim response for 2018-OSEC-05830-F includes all 
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responsive records from CEC’s email search, which totals 164 pages. These records are 
being provided to you with Bates Stamps 000692 through 000855. Ms. Adcock was also 
asked to perform a manual search for records from messaging applications, text 
messages, in addition to any handwritten correspondence since these items cannot be 
captured via a CEC’s search. Ms. Adcock’s search produced no responsive records. 

Following a review of the responsive records, the DFO determined that certain 
information contained therein should be withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. §552(b)(6). 

Below is an explanation of the information withheld. 

Application of 5 U.S.C. §552(b)(6) “FOIA Exemption 6” 

FOIA Exemption 6 permits the government to withhold information regarding 
individuals in “personnel and medical files and similar files” when the disclosure of such 
information would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy and 
where such privacy interests outweigh any public interest which would be advanced by 
disclosure. For purposes of the FOIA, the public interest is advanced when disclosure of 
the requested information educates the public about the activities of the government. 

Portions of the records produced as a result of the CEC’s search efforts were withheld 
under FOIA Exemption 6. These items include cellular phone numbers, direct office 
numbers, email addresses not available to the public, conference call access codes, and 
notice of medical and other personal matters not relating to work. This infonnation 
qualifies as “similar files” because it applies to particular individuals. Release of the 
cellular phone numbers, direct office numbers, and email addresses not available to the 
public could subject individuals to unwarranted or unsolicited communications. As for 
the conference call access codes, participants have a privacy interest in ensuring no 
uninvited individual is listening in on the call. Individuals also have a strong privacy 
interest in their personal activities outside of work. 

Because there is a viable privacy interest that would be threatened by disclosure, and no 
outweighing public interest to be advanced by disclosure, FOIA Exemption 6 authorizes 
the DFO to withhold the information. 

The DFO’s review of responsive records for the other matters listed in the Complaint is 
ongoing. In light of the matter American Oversight v. U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
Civil Action No. 1:19-cv-00652 currently pending in the U.S. District Court for the 
District of Columbia, administrative appeal rights are not being provided in this response 
letter.

The United States Army Corps of Engineers has been charged by Congress with the 
regulation of many activities occurring in waters of the United States. I am enclosing a brochure 
entitled “Caring for the Nations Waters” that briefly describes the laws under which we operate. 

Based on information gathered during an onsite investigation on July 13, 2017, we have 
made the following determinations for work that occurred at two sites owned and operated by 
Timber Lane Farms. These sites are located near Mt. Morris, Ogle County, IL. These projects 
are shown in the attached figures labeled CEMVR-OD-P-2017-829 Page 1 of 3 and CEMVR- 
OD-P-2017-830 Page 1 of 3. 

2017-829 A-C: Approximately 1,840’ of a meandering tributary to Silver Creek was filled 
and graded with the intent to create a grassed waterway, and approximately 4 acres of directly 
abutting forested area was cleared. The tributary was not put into a tile. An existing tile inlet 
was replaced at the upstream (southwestern) end of the waterway. Three tiles outletting directly 
into Silver Creek were replaced at the downstream (northeastern) end of the waterway. This 
project is located north of N. Leaf River Road, north of Mt. Morris, in Section 24, Township 24 
North, Range 9 East, Ogle County, Illinois. 

2017-829A (Tree Clearing): On February 17, 2017, the Natural Resources Conservation 
Service (NRCS) conducted a Certified Wetland Determination for the project area (Tract No. 
7989). Several soil cores were taken and no hydric soils were indicated, and it was also 
determined the area was well drained. The 1987 Corps of Engineers Wetland Delineation 
Manual requires positive evidence of hydrophytic vegetation, hydric soils, and wetland 
hydrology for a determination that an area is a wetland. Based on the NRCS determination 
the project area did not have hydric soils, therefore; we have determined that the cleared 
forested area was not a forested wetland under jurisdiction of Section 404 of the Clean Water 
Act (CWA) (33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq.). 

2017-829B (Tiling): Based on a tile map dated October 10, 1963, there is an existing tile to 
the west of and running parallel to the -1,840’ meandering tributary to Silver Creek. 

Indicators of broken and clogged tile were discovered during excavation of the project area, 
indicating of lack of maintenance of the existing tile. During the site visit, and within the 
area indicated on the tile map, a portion of broken tile was observed. The tile was clogged 
with sediment and water was flowing out of a broken tile connector. An inlet riser at the 
upstream (southwest) end of the tributary was replaced. At the downstream (northeast) end 
of the tributary three tile outlets discharging into Silver Creek were replaced. During the site 
visit on July 13, 2017, you discussed the desire for further work to replace and/or repair the 
existing tile running to the north of and parallel to the tributary to Silver Qgffcfel 8-0465-A-000023 
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We determined that the proposal to repair the existing tile, the already completed tree 
clearing, and the already completed replacement of the tile inlet and three outlets will not and did 
not require Department of the Army (DA) Section 404 permit. The decision regarding these 
actions is based on information found in the administrative record which documents the 
District’s decision-making process, the basis for the decision, and the final decision. No 
indication of discharge of dredged or fill material was found to occur in waters of the United 
States (including wetlands). Therefore, this determination resulted. 

2017-829C (Grading): The -1,840’ meandering tributary to Silver Creek was filled and 
graded for the construction of a grassed waterway. The tributary was not put into a tile at the 
time of the site visit. Construction has ceased and the tributary is in the process of reverting back 
to an open and meandering stream channel within the low lying area where the tree clearing and 
grading occurred. After a review of the NRCS certified wetland determination, aerial photos, 
topographic maps, LiDAR, historical aerials, and the site visit conducted July 13, 2017, we have 
made a determination that the tributary to Silver Creek is a jurisdictional water of the U.S. under 
Section 404 of the CWA. Since we have not authorized this fill it is in violation of the CWA. 

The penalty for violation of Section 404 of the CWA is a fine of up to $37,500 per day for 
each violation. However, prior to seeking any of these penalties, we will attempt to provide an 
administrative solution. 

2017-829C (Restoration): During the site visit on July 13, 2017, you stated you are willing 
to perform corrective actions to resolve this violation. Grading the area and completing the 
construction of a grassed waterway, reseeding the grassed waterway with native vegetation, free 
from exotics and invasive species, and allowing the tributary to continue the process of 
remeandering at ground/surface level, will resolve this violation of Section 404 of the CWA. 

The addition of bank stabilization methods are allowed, but to the minimum extend needed, to 
ensure the tributary remains stable to prevent further erosion problems. The upstream flow may 
not be diverted to the tile, therefore bypassing the grassed waterway. If you decide to accept 
these corrective measures, please respond within 30 days of the date of this letter with your plan 
of action. A restoration plan will need to be reviewed and approved by our office. The 
restoration plan must include a list of species planted, the location of all plantings, cross- 
sectional drawings of the planting schemes and the boundaries of the temporary impacts and 
restoration activities. Construction may begin immediately once our office has approved the 
proposed final restoration site plan. This project has been assigned number CEMVR-OD-P- 
2017-829C. Please refer to this number in any future correspondence. 

Drawings/photographs/location maps of the restored stream will be submitted to the District 
Engineer (DE) within 30 days of completing restoration activities. 

2017-830: An approximately 1,045’ meandering tributary to the Rock River was relocated 
approximately 50’ to the east and placed into an approximately 870’ straight non-perforated tile. 
An inlet riser was installed at the upstream (north) end of the tributary, immediately south of W. 
Pines Road, to divert water into the new tile. An outlet tile was constructed at the downstream 
(southeastern) end of the tributary outletting into the tributary to the Rock River at a culvert 
crossing underneath the Burlington Northern railroad tracks. At the time of the site visit, the 
filled tributary had been planted in soybeans. This project is located at the southeast comer of 
the intersection of W. Pines Road and S. Ridge Road, south of Mt. Morris, in Section 12, 
Township 23 North, Range 9 East, Ogle County, Illinois. 


USDA-18-0465-A-000024 
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On February 1, 2017, the NRCS conducted a Certified Wetland Determination for the project 
area (Tract No. 5504). This determination was done using offsite methods and no data sheets 
were recorded. It was determined there were no wetlands, as there were no signs of wetland 
signatures in any normal rainfall years in the 1980’s. The Corps concurs with the determination 
that there were no wetlands within the project area. The NRCS does not delineate ditches or 
creeks as wetlands for United States Department of Agriculture purposes. For purposes of 
regulation under Section 404 of the CWA, the determination conducted by the NRCS does not 
adequately address the area where the tributary to the Rock River was located. 

The -870’ construction of a non-perforated tile in an upland, approximately 50’ to the east of 
the filled tributary, is now considered jurisdictional under Section 404 of the CWA as it 
functions to replace the filled -1,045’ meandering tributary to the Rock River. The newly 
constructed inlet riser, located south of W. Pine Road, diverts water flow from the now filled 
meandered waterway, through the -870’ non-perforated tile, and discharges into a newly 
constructed outlet, into the downstream of the tributary. After a review of the certified NRCS 
wetland determination, aerial photos, LiDAR, topographic maps, historical aerials, and the site 
visit conducted July 13, 2017, we have made a determination that the tributary to the Rock River, 
both the original channel and the installed tile, are a jurisdictional waters of the U.S. under 
Section 404 of the CWA. Since we have not authorized this fill it is in violation of the CWA. 

2017-830 (Restoration): During the site visit on July 13, 2017, you stated you are willing to 
re-meander the tributary to the Rock River for a total length of at least 1,045’, as measured along 
the bank line. Performing these corrective actions will resolve this violation of Section 404 of 
the CWA provided the following specifications are met. The centerline of the stream meanders 
may differ in configuration from the original stream, but the overall length must be at least 
1,045’. The banks must be sloped back to at least a 2:1 slope and reseeded with native 
vegetation, free from exotics and invasive species. The addition of riprap, rock riffles, or other 
bank stabilization methods are allowed, but to the minimum extend needed, to ensure the 
tributary remains stable to prevent further erosion problems. Once the newly aligned channel 
has been constructed and is stable, the first approximately 50’ of the non-perforated tile will be 
broken/plugged so no flow from the upstream end of the tributary goes into any portion of the 
tile and the inlet rise will be removed. The remainder of the non-perforated tile will remain 
intact. Lateral tiles may be installed to the east of the remaining portion of the non-perforated 
tile, provided there are no impacts to the newly constructed stream. This includes, but is not 
limited to, that there are no impacts to the volume of flow rate into the reconstructed meandering 
tributary to the Rock River, there is no fill into waters of the US (including wetlands), and no 
further erosion is caused upstream of any outlets. If the lateral lines impact the newly 
constructed meandering tributary to the Rock River, then all tiles, within and near the project 
area, will be broken/plugged. Any outlets for the tile may remain intact. 

Maintenance of the tiles will not qualify for an agricultural exemption under 33 CFR Part 
323.4 for the puipose of putting the meandering stream into a tile; i.e. the tile cannot be used as 
justification for exemption to tile the stream. Activities impacting the newly constructed 
meandering tributary to the Rock River are strictly prohibited unless concurrence is received 
from our office prior to the activity occurring. 

If you decide to accept these corrective measures, please respond within 30 days of the date 
of this letter with your plan of action. A restoration plan will need to be reviewed and approved 
by our office. The restoration plan must include a list of species planted, the location of all 
plantings, cross-sectional drawings of the planting schemes and the boundaries of the temporary 
impacts and restoration activities. Construction may begin immediately once our office has 
approved the proposed final restoration site plan. In addition, no more than 3 months from the 
date the new channel is constructed, the stream must be completely restored. This includes, but 
is not limited to, the stream must be re-meandered for a distance of at leastUs^^ j §t§]pte^(qpM]25 
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that are vegetated and/or riprapped, the outlet rise removed, and flow must be fully restored. 

This project has been assigned number CEMVR-OD-P-2017-830. Please refer to this number in 
any future correspondence. 

Drawings/photographs/location maps of the restored stream will be submitted to the District 
Engineer (DE) within 30 days of completing restoration activities. 

The appropriate state and federal agencies will receive an opportunity to comment on this 
project, once appropriate details are available.

The hard work may just be beginning, however, as China National Chemical, known as 
ChemChina, faces a series of challenges ranging from financing the deal to fusing the 
Swiss company into its own operations. 

“Life begins after closing,” said Grace Fan-Delatour, a partner at law firm K&L Gates 
LLP, who advises state-owned Chinese companies on outbound investment and how to 
avoid the pitfalls that often bedevil big takeovers.

In a joint statement, ChemChina and Syngenta on Friday said 80 . 7 % of the Swiss 
company’s shares were tendered for the deal, based on a preliminary count, well above 
the 67 % minimum needed for approval. The companies said the first settlement payment 
was scheduled for May 18 , when ChemChina would take control. 
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Syngenta closed at 459.2 Swiss francs C$ 465 ) a share Thursday, about 20 % above the 
price before the deal was announced in February 2016 . ChemChina will also pay a special 
dividend of five Swiss francs a share immediately before the deal’s closing. 

As the deal’s completion nears, China has signaled it remains willing to spend top dollar 
for prized overseas assets despite its concerns over capital outflows that are tamping 
down its overall global deals activity. 

The transaction also portends a profound shift in the agriculture sector globally, with 
China set to play a greater role in U.S. and other countries’ food supplies as it scoops up 
technologies for its own farms. It also comes against the backdrop of broad industry 
consolidation, which has triggered objections from farmers over less choice and 
potentially higher prices.

have made it increasingly reliant on imports to feed its population of 1.4 billion. Granting 
farmers access to more-advanced foreign technology—including genetically modified 
seeds developed by Syngenta and its competitors—is likely to be part of overhauls that 
aim to industrialize farming in China. 

With few exceptions, genetically modified seeds aren’t allowed in China. Industry’ 
observers say this deal is likely to help change that over the coming years. 

For Ren Jianxin, ChemChina’s chairman and founder, the acquisition solidifies his place 
as one of China’s top deal makers, coming after a series of transactions including the 
takeover of Italian tire producer Pirelli & C. SpA. 

However, ChemChina might face further hurdles after its latest deal closes. Syngenta’s 
net profit has fallen more than 25 % over the past two years. The company has struggled 
with poor w'eather, exchange-rate volatility and deflationary forces that weakened crop 
prices—and reduced demand for its products. 

“Syngenta was always, dare I say, viewed as the ugly stepchild of the industry / 1 said Tyler 
Tebbs, an analyst who has followed the deal at brokerage firm Olivetree Financial Ltd. 
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While Mr. Ren has long been regarded as an aggressive mergers-and-acquisitions 
tactician, he is seen as less adept at staging a corporate turnaround. Success then may 
depend in part on selecting key ChemChina managers to lead the integration, industry 
analysts said. 

Syngenta, for its part, has suggested ChemChina might take a hands-off approach to its 
operations, and has played up the expected long-term financial stability the takeover 
would bring to the company. 

“Syngenta will stay Syngenta,” Chief Executive Erik Fyrwald said in an interview after the 
release of the company’s results on April 24 , when it reported sales last quarter fell 1 % 
from one year earlier, to $ 3.7 billion. 

One main benefit, he said, was having a long-term oriented owner at a time when 
research-and-development cycles for crop-related investments can last up to 10 years, 
which shareholders with a shorter-term focus “often don’t have the patience for.” 

The political and strategic considerations help to explain why this transaction has been 
greenlighted by China’s government while other recent deals have sputtered amid 
tightened capital controls.

“The reality is this: When China wants to do a deal, it will get the deal done,” said Hilary’ 
Lau, a partner who advises on Chinese deals for Herbert Smith Freehills LLP. Policy- 
driven deals “remain to be done regardless of the price tag.” 
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The acquisition has been approved by regulators in the U.S., European Union, China and 
Mexico, among others. In India, a government spokesman Friday declined to comment 
on the status of approval there. 

To win approval from the EU, ChemChina agreed to divest itself of a large part of its 
European business for pesticides and other products that regulate crop growth. 

To pay for the deal, ChemChina obtained $50 billion in short-term loan facilities last 
year, according to U.S. securities filings by Syngenta. China Citic Bank International 
agreed to put up $30 billion, while HSBC, together with three other European lenders, 
agreed to provide $20 billion, according to the filings. 

The M&A streak by ChemChina has led to warnings from credit-rating firms. Moody’s 
Investors Service said in November it expected the acquisition of Syngenta to result in a 
pro forma ratio of debt to earnings before interest, tax, depreciation and 
amortization—an important indicator of a company’s debt risk—of about 11.4 times, up 
from 8.6 times at the end of 2015. An investment-grade company’s ratio is typically 
under three times, according to credit analysts. 

Seeking to limit its exposure, ChemChina began reaching out last year to state funds, 
including China Reform Holdings, and the country’s $40 billion Silk Road Fund, for 
equity investment, people familiar with the matter said previously. It also sought out 
private-equity firms and sovereign funds, these people said. 

So far, the company has garnered a $5 billion equity investment from an arm of Citic Ltd. 

, an affiliate to its financial adviser China Citic Bank.

I missed your talk at Farm Foundation this morning, but 
Politico was certainly hanging on your every word based on the news clips I have read 
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today. I hope you thought the appearance was a good one. 

This is far, far off into the future, but I wanted to get this invitation on your radar 
sooner rather than later. Monsanto has for some time had a Vegetable Advisory 
Council: a group of industry leaders who advise and provide counsel to our vegetable 
business leadership team. We usually balance our meetings between outside 
speakers/tours/visits that benefit the industry as a while and with meetings or events 
on more Monsanto veg-business focused topics in order to get their feedback. The 
Council meets twice a year, typically once in St. Louis and once in another location.

This correspondence and the accompanying records constitute the Departmental 
FOIA Office’s (DFO) final response to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request submitted by American Oversight on August 24, 2018. 

This response also responds to the matter of American Oversight v. U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, Civil Action No. 1:19-cv-00652 currently pending in 
the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 

The pending Complaint in the above-referenced matter is based on USDA’s 
alleged failure to comply with the applicable time-limit provisions of the FOIA 
in response to American Oversight’s three records request for communications 
between USDA officials and various industry groups or lobbyists representing 
them. One of those three records requests were assigned 2018-OSEC-05830-F 
and sought: 

Ah records reflecting communications (including emails, email attachments, text 
messages, messages on messaging platforms (such as Slack, GChat, Lync, 

Skype, and WhatsApp), telephone call logs, calendar invitations/entries, meeting 
notices, meeting agendas, informational material, draft legislation, talking points, 
any handwritten or electronic notes taken during any oral communications, 
summaries of any oral communications, or other materials) between Rebeckah 
Adcock and any of the following:

Below are the details regarding the DFO’s search efforts for the above referenced matter, 
records found in connection with the search, and a description of the FOIA exemptions 
applied to select records. 

Search Efforts 


A search for responsive records was conducted by the Office of the Chief Information 
Officer’s (OCIO) telecommunications provider, Client Experience Center (CEC). The 
CEC performs network services for the OCIO to include electronic messaging operations, 
electronic calendars, blackberry, mobile device management (MDM), file and print, 
remote access, voice, network, service desk, and other application services. Today’s final 
response for 2018-OSEC-05830-F includes all responsive records from the CEC’s 
calendar search. The CEC provided Ms. Adcock’s calendar from the time she on- 
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boarded up until the time the search was performed on December 19, 2018. A manual 
review was perfonned on these records to identify any meetings with the external entities 
of interest. A total of three pages were found to be responsive and are being provided to 
you with Bates Stamps 000856 through 000858. 

The CEC also did a search for any phone records associated with Ms. Adcock’s direct 
desk line and cell phone. No records were located for Ms. Adcock’s direct desk line. 

The CEC was however able to produce Ms. Adcock’s cell phone log for the period 
between January 2018 and March 2019. A manual review of the cell phone log was 
perfonned to identify any records matching any of the numbers provided in the signature 
blocks of emails produced in the DFO’s first interim for 2018-OSEC-05830-F. A total 
of four entries were found to be responsive and are being provided to you with Bates 
Stamp 000859. 

The DFO determined that certain information contained therein should be withheld 
pursuant to 5 U.S.C. §552(b)(6). Below is an explanation of the information withheld. 

Application of 5 U.S.C. §552(b)(6) “FOIA Exemption 6” 

FOIA Exemption 6 permits the government to withhold information regarding 
individuals in “personnel and medical files and similar files” when the disclosure of such 
information would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy and 
where such privacy interests outweigh any public interest which would be advanced by 
disclosure. For purposes of the FOIA, the public interest is advanced when disclosure of 
the requested information educates the public about the activities of the government. 

Portions of the records produced as a result of the CEC’s search efforts were withheld 
under FOIA Exemption 6. These items include cellular phone numbers, direct office 
numbers and emails not published online, conference call access codes, and notices about 
other employees’ vacation time. This information qualifies as “similar files” because it 
applies to particular individuals. Release of the cellular phone numbers, direct office 
numbers and emails not published online could subject individuals to unwarranted or 
unsolicited communications. As for the conference call access codes, participants have a 
privacy interest in ensuring no uninvited individual is listening in on the call. Eastly, 
individuals also have a strong privacy interest in their personal activities outside of work. 

Because there is a viable privacy interest that would be threatened by disclosure, and no 
outweighing public interest to be advanced by disclosure, FOIA Exemption 6 authorizes 
the DFO to wit hh old the infonnation. 

The DFO’s review of responsive records for the other matters listed in the Complaint is 
ongoing. In light of the matter American Oversight v. U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
Civil Action No. 1:19-cv-00652 currently pending in the U.S. District Court for the 
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District of Columbia, administrative appeal rights are not being provided in this response 
letter.

Per our conversation, attached is some additional background on the North Star Minerals 
issue. As you will see, their quarries are located in what is now the San Gabriel Mountains 
National Monument, which President Obama designated via Proclamation in 2014 (the 
quarries were there first). Prior to that designation, the land was part of the Angeles 
National Forest, so the quarries have always operated under a Forest Service approved 
Plan of Operation. As you know, pursuant to President Trump's recent Executive Order, 
the Department of Interior is reviewing all previous federal lands that were designated 
under the authority of the Antiquities Act. We recently met with DOI to ensure that they 
are aware of the quarries when conducting their review of the San Gabriel Mountains 
National Monument, but were told that the Forest Service is actually heading up the 
review of that particular Monument, since it overlays Forest Service land. 

DOI advised that we should also reach out to the Forest Service, specifically Glenn 
Casamassa, the Associate Deputy Chief, who is heading up the FS' review. Given the high- 
profile and politics of the issue, we wanted to make sure we not only met with Forest 
Service senior officials but also met with the Secretary's office to be sure you were 
looped in from the very beginning. We would like to schedule a meeting with yourself 
and the Forest Service senior officials that you believe should be in this meeting in the 
next week or two if possible? Additionally, we will be providing written comments to 
DOI's Formal Public Comment Period for Antiquities Act Monuments and will plan 
sending you a copy of these comments once we have submitted them.
